Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries 
in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar 
as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  bal- 
ances made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 
Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to 
delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  collector's  records.  The 
amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in 
this  report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be 
necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification  notices.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 
GEORGE  HOLMES  BIXBY  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

Preliminary  drawings  of  plans  for  making  the  basement  of 
real  use  having  been  made,  we  learned  we  were  eligible  for 
Federal  matching  funds  under  Title  II  of  the  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act  —  our  share  being  60  per  cent  of  the 
esimated  cost,  the  Federal  share  40  per  cent. 

In  March,  before  Town  Meeting,  a  letter  was  mailed  out 
describing  the  proposed  building  alterations  and  explaining  how 
we  could  apply  for  these  funds. 

At  Town  Meeting  the  proposed  building  alterations  were 
discussed,  and  $1,200.00  was  voted,  60  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  new  heating  plant  —  part  of  the  overall  Building 
Project. 

In  addition  to  the  Meeting  Room  (Arts  and  Crafts  Room) 
and  the  Librarian's  workroom  in  the  basement,  plans  included 
opening  up  the  north  end  of  the  Children's  Room.  Here  will  be 
a  children's  Reading  Alcove,  which  will  have  a  window  seat, 
just  right  for  a  small  child  to  curl  up  with  a  book.  This  charm- 
ing alcove  is  a  Memorial  to  Anne  Schott  and  is  given  by  her 
family  and  friends. 

With  food  sales  in  February  and  a  very  generous  response 
to  the  March  letter,  plus  funds  already  on  hand  from  earlier 
benefits  and  gifts,  we  w^ere  able  to  make  the  application  for  funds 
and  proceed  with  the  plans.  These  plans  —  working  drawings 
and  specifications  —  were  put  out  for  bid  in  November,  and 
work  was  begun  on  December  2nd  and  has  been  progressing 
rapidly  with  the  date  of  completion  set  for  April,   1969. 

The  March  letter  gave  $8,500.00  as  the  total  local  share 
to  be  raised,  but  in  November,  when  the  plans  were  completed 
and  bids  requested,  it  was  found  necessary  to  raise  additional 
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money  to  bring  our  total  share  to  $17,869.00,  and  with  the 
additional  matching  funds  we  could  complete  the  entire  project 
as  planned.  Total  figures  are  not  shown  in  this  year's  financial 
report  inasmuch  as  part  of  this  amount  was  received  in  the  form 
of  pledges  not  yet  fulfilled. 

The  response  to  the  appeal  for  the  Building  Fund  has  been 
so  wonderful;  not  only  did  we  receive  very  generous  gifts,  but 
the  many  letters  and  words  of  encouragement  were  also  greatly 
appreciated.  Both  Henry  and  George  Hill,  sons  of  Mrs.  E. 
Burlingame  Hill  who  gave  the  Library  building,  were  here  this 
summer  and  were  very  pleased  with  the  plans  for  the  Library. 

One  of  the  special  gifts  to  the  Fund  was  a  very  handsome 
one  from  the  Shieling  Trust,  given  to  us  by  the  Trustees  who 
are  "particularly  interested  in  Library  facilities." 

The  Library  is  also  grateful  to  Mr.  David  Gregg  of  Wilton 
for  the  gift  of  a  soapstone  sink  to  be  used  in  the  Meeting  and 
Arts  and  Crafts  Room  —  so  suitable! 

Among  the  events  of  this  year  was  a  lovely  spring  tea  at  the 
Library  in  late  March.  Mrs.  Pat  Standish  was  chairman  of 
this  delightful  and  festive  occasion. 

National  Library  Week  in  April  was  celebrated  with  a  movie 
for  the  children,  with  refreshments. 

In  May  the  Trustees  attended  a  trustee  orientation  session 
at  the  Concord  Library.  These  meetings  were  held  in  all  State 
Library  Districts,  and  it  was  possible  to  attend  whichever  one 
was  convenient.  Budgets  and  other  responsibilities  were  dis- 
cussed. 

May  23  and  24  were  the  dates  of  the  NHLA  and  NHLTA 
Annual  Meetings.  The  Trustees  and  Librarian  attended  and 
heard  Mr.  Ruben  Goodman  discuss  legal  responsibilities  of  the 
library  relative  to  the  selection  of  books. 

In  June  we  completed  work  on  a  written  policy  for  the 
Library,  which  is  one  of  the  requirements  for  an  affiliated  library 
of  the  Statewide  Library  Development  Program. 

In  the  summer,  August  15,  that  enthusiastic  group  of 
Library  friends  headed  by  Mrs.  William  Basset  and  Mrs.  William 
MacAdam  again  produced  a  wonderful  party  for  the  Library. 
Wonderful  for  the  fun  everyone  had  and  wonderful  for  the  pro- 
ceeds raised!  It  was  a  Bridge-Tea,  and  in  conjunction  with  this 
a  Silent  Auction  was  ably  conducted  by  Mrs.  Leroy  Hill,  Mrs. 
Walter  Dodge  and  Mrs.  John  Oppenheimer.    It  was  held  at  the 
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Ski  Lodge,  generously  loaned  for  this  occasion.    The  Library  is 
most  appreciative  and  grateful  to  all. 

In  September  the  Trustees  accepted  with  regret  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mrs.  Donald  Severance,  and  welcomed  with  pleasure  the 
appointment  of  Mrs.  Walter  Dodge  to  the  Board. 

In  October  the  Trustees  and  Librarian  attended  a  Fall 
dinner  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Trustees  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  program  of  movies  begun  in  the  fall  of  1967  continued 
throughout  the  winter  and  spring.  In  the  summer  there  was  a 
weekly  series.  Mrs.  Donald  Severance  and  Mrs.  Donald  Mars- 
den  were  responsible  for  this  well-received  project,  for  the  average 
attendance  was  about  40.  The  summer  series  included  several 
movies  relative  to  conservation,  also. 

Our  thanks  go  to  the  Village  Improvement  Society  for  their 
generous  gifts  from  their  fund  and  the  Labor  Day  "Doll"  money. 

From  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carl  Freese  we  received  a  gift  in  memory 
of  Neil  Leonard,  who  was  such  a  good  friend  to  the  Library. 

This  community  is  very  generous  to  its  Library,  and  we  wish 
we  might  thank  you  all  individually  for  all  the  special  gifts  you 
have  given  to  the  Library  and  to  the  Library  Building  Fund,  and 
for  all  the  help  offered  to  us. 

And  once  again  we  say  "Thank  you"  to  our  wonderful 
Librarian. 

This  year  we  are  asking  for  the  same  budget  of  $2,609,  but 
would  like  to  carry  over  the  balance  from  1968  of  $171.60. 
The  ceiling  in  the  Reading  Room  needs  to  be  repaired,  but  we 
did  not  want  to  do  it  until  the  work  in  the  basement  had  been 
completed.  Also,  the  ceiling  in  the  Academy  Room  on  the  sec- 
ond floor  needs  repair  due  to  water  damage.  Leaks  have  been 
discovered  in  the  roof,  and  therefore  some  consideration  of  this 
problem  is  necessary  to  prevent  further  damage. 

The  Library  hours  are  Wednesdays  2  to  5  (with  the  school 
children  coming  at  12:30)  and  6  to  8;  Fridays,  6  to  8;  and 
Saturdays  2  to  5. 

The  Trustees  and  Librarian  meet  the  first  Wednesday  of  the 
month  from  5:30  to  6:30.

Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  District  Chief 

People  cause  fires.  Our  records  show  that  the  number  of 
fires  increase  in  an  area  as  the  population  increases  and  our 
state  is  growing  tremendously.  This  means  that  we  all  must 
be  aware  of  fire  causes  and  do  our  best  to  prevent  their 
occurrence. 

When  we  are  very  young  the  lighted  match  is  an  adven- 
ture, burn  fingers  and  a  dropped  match  is  another  fire.  A 
little  older  we  like  to  have  a  woodland  cookout,  or  go  out 
by  ourselves  for  a  smoke  but  fire  and  forests  get  together 
for  another  statistic.  We  adults  like  to  clean  up  in  the 
spring,  burn  the  old  debris  and  the  dead  grass,  result  — 
escaped  fires  and  much  personal  expense. 

With  new  homes  and  summer  cottages  located  in  wood- 
lands and  with  abandoned  fields  and  forests  crowding  the 
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back  yard  of  our  villages'  streets,  it  is  necessary  that  every- 
one be  aware  all  through  the  fire  season,  which  comes  with 
the  disappearance  of  the  snow,  of  the  need  to  be  careful 
with  outdoor  fires  and  fire  sources. 
The  following  action  will  help: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  lighted  matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a 
car  or  while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town 
dump.  If  you  must  burn  — 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town  fire 
warden  for  all  debris  burning  except  when  the  ground 
is  covered  wdth  snow.  Cooking  fires  in  outdoor  fire- 
places or  in  charcoal  braziers  in  your  own  back  yard 
is  permitted  on  notification  of  the  warden. 

b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to  allow 
burning  of  household  rubbish  on  grass  by  house- 
holders between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the  fire 
before  you  light  the  match. 

4.  Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control  to  your  fire 
warden  or  fire  department. 

Help  to  keep  our  town  out  of  the  fire  occurrence  column 
and  save  your  tax  dollars  for  useful  purposes.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FRANCESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  to  the  Town  for  the  year  1968. 

During  the  year  the  Planning  Board  welcomed  to  its  member- 
ship Dr.  Blake  Tewksbury,  who  succeeds  Donough  Prince  whose 
term  has  expired,  and  Harry  A.  Varnum,  who  replaced  Ford  W. 
Bowman  who  has  resigned.  Selectman  R.  Franklin  Mace  repre- 
sented the  Board  of  Selectman  as  an  ex-officio  member. 

The  Board  held  a  total  of  six  regular  and  two  special  meet- 
ings during  the  year.  Although  no  scheduled  meeting  dates  have 
been  set,  the  Board  has  been  most  cooperative  in  meeting  on 
short  notice  to  expedite  the  business  which  comes  before  it. 

On  October  17  the  Francestown,  Hancock  and  Greenfield 
Planning  Boards  and  Boards  of  Selectmen  met  in  the  Paul  T. 
Bradbury  Memorial  Room  at  the  Fire  House  for  the  purpose  of 
exchanging  ideas,  experiences,  and  methods  of  procedure.  This 
mutually  helpful  get-together  was  followed  on  November  21  by 
a  meeting  in  Greenfield  of  the  same  groups,  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  legislation  to  become  effective  in  1971,  which  radical- 
ly restricts  present  methods  of  disposing  of  rubbish.  Representa- 
tives of  both  State  and  Federal  governments  participated  in  the 
latter  discussion.  No  immediate  solutions  resulted  from  this 
meeting,  but  it  did  bring  to  the  attention  of  those  present  the 
serious  problem  that  will  face  our  community  in  approximately 
two  years. 

The  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development  is 
in  the  process  of  printing  Francestown's  zoning  ordinance  and 
subdivision  regulations.  Hopefully  these  pamphlets  will  be  avail- 
able by  town  meeting  time.  They  are  being  printed  at  minimum 
cost  and  will  be  similar  in  format  to  those  prepared  for  several 
other  towns  in  New  Hampshire.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN 

The  now  U.S.  Post  Office  on  the  Turnpike  was  opened  for 
official  business  on  April  1,  1968.  The  one-story  building  is 
well  equipped  with  personal  mail  boxes,  general  delivery,  and 
"In-Town"  and  "Out-ot'-Town"  deposit  areas.  The  Town  was 
sorry  to  lose  its  Postmaster,  Roger  Clark,  who  resigned  because 
of  his  move  to  the  Cape.  To  date  no  replacement  has  been  ap- 
pointed, although  there  are  several  Francestown  applicants  for 
the  position. 

On  June  30th  the  Volunteer  Firemen  and  friends  dedicated 
the  newly  completed  Paul  T.  Bradbury  Memorial  Room  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  Fire  Station.  The  firemen  donated  their  time 
to  attractively  finish  the  room  in  knotty  pine,  and  the  Village 
Improvement  Society  very  generously  contributed  the  money  to 
furnish  this  area  with  captain's  chairs  and  a  trestle  table.  In 
addition,  two  chairs  were  given  —  one  by  the  John  H.  Under- 
bills and  one  by  George  E.  Kunhardt,  Jr.,  in  memory  of  Edmund 
H.  Nutting.  Further  details  including  the  resolution  read  at  the 
dedication  will  be  found  in  the  Firemen's  Report.  The  firemen 
extend  a  cordial  invitation  to  any  Town  group  to  use  this  room 
for  meetings,  etc. 

A  skating  rink  for  use  by  Francestown  residents  was  con- 
structed in  November  on  the  lots  where  the  F.  Colburn  Store  and 
the  Kiblin  house  stood  on  Main  Street  (both  destroyed  by  fire  in 
October,  1964),  under  the  sponsorship  and  financial  aid  of  the 
Village  Improvement  Society.  The  use  of  the  land  was  contributed 
by  owners  of  the  property. 

The  Village  Improvement  Society  also  underwrote  the  ex- 
pense of  a  new  float  for  use  at  the  Public  Beach  for  town  resi- 
dents at  Scobie  Pond,  and  also  for  the  installation  of  two  outdoor 
floodlights  at  the  Old  Meeting  House. 

The  work  of  renovating  the  basement  rooms  of  the  George 
Holmes  Bixby  Memorial  Library  building  to  provide  space  for 
a  Meeting  Room  and  an  Arts  and  Crafts  Center,  and  a  much 
needed  workroom  for  the  Librarian  together  with  a  Children's 
Reading  Alcove  on  the  first  floor  in  memory  of  Anne  Schott 
(1965-1967)  was  started  December  2nd.  A  more  detailed  ac- 
count is  given  under  the  report  of  the  Library  Trustees. 

The  voters  check  list  as  of  December  31,  1968,  showed  342 
qualified  voters. 
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The  1968  estimated  population  of  Francestown  was  558,  as 
reported  by  the  State  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic 
Development.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Francestown: 

I  submit  this  abbreviated  report  relative  to  the  activities  of  the 
School  District  from  the  time  of  the  final  School  District  Meeting 
held  in  March,  1968,  until  June  30th.  At  this  time  the  Con- 
toocook  Valley  School  District  assumed  full  operating  responsi- 
bilities for  schools  in  Francestown. 

All  plans  for  closing  out  of  the  District  proceeded  as  were 
projected  except  that  late  in  the  fiscal  year  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission, Municipal  Accounting  Division,  indicated  that  it  would 
be  a  physical  impossibility  for  their  office  to  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  District  because  of  insufficient  personnel.  Local  School 
Boards,  therefore,  assumed  the  responsibility  for  finding  local 
auditors  to  conduct  a  careful  and  detailed  audit.  This  audit  was 
completed,  is  reported  herein,  and  met  all  state  requirements. 

The  accounts  of  the  District  were  closed  in  good  order  pro- 
viding a  net  balance  in  Francestown  of  $723.11.  Even  though 
the  District  authorized  raising  and  appropriating  $3350.00  to 
cover  any  unanticipated  expenditures  between  the  time  of  the 
March  meeting  and  the  end  of  the  year,  in  actuality  only  $431.97 
additionally  was  required  by  the  Board  to  meet  unexpected  ex- 
penses. As  provided  by  an  article  that  was  in  the  warrant,  this 
net  balance  has  been  transferred  to  the  Contoocook  Valley  School 
District  and  has  been  credited  toward  Francestown's  share  of 
funds  necessary  for  operating  the  Contoocook  Valley  District  in 
1968-69. 

All  Treasurers  Reports  and  Bookkeeping  Reports  of  the 
School  District  have  been  stored  within  the  community  at  the 
Selectmen's  Office  and  should  be  on  hand  for  a  period  of  seven 
years. 

Copies  of  all  recent  Town  Reports  are  filed  in  the  Superin- 
tendent of  School's  Office  in  Wilton  and  are  available  for  transfer 
to  the  Contoocook  Valley  School  District  Office. 

All  registers  for  Francestown,  such  as  they  exist,  are  also  at 
the  Superxasory  Union  Office  in  Wilton  and  should  be  transferred 
tothe  Conval  Office. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  the  transfer  of  administrative  responsi- 
bility from  the  town  district  to  the  Contoocook  Valley  School 
District  has  been  made  with  minimal  problems  and  confusion.
